Bidders and Sellers are required to read carefully this section containing the 
purchase terms of the lots for sale. 


1.2 The objects may be sold in lots or individually according to the final opi- 
nion of ART AUCTIONS. The Auctions will be held in premises that are open 
to the public and/or online by ART AUCTIONS which acts simply as agent in 
the name and interests of each Seller (the name of the said Seller is written 
in all the Registers required by Law).
